“ State teachers should decide, upon 
their return to their fields of work, to 
teach pupils not to ‘swap’ apple cores, 
chewing gum, candy, ‘all-day suckers/ 
whistles, bean blowers or anything 
that is habitually put in the mouth,” 
declares Health Commissioner F. M. 
Schulz of Milwaukee. 
“ The increase in contagious 
dis 
eases, as soon as schools open after 
a vacation, is not due entirely to the 
fact that large numbers of children 
are gathered together, btu 
to their 
careless habits. 
“ If the question of disease did not 
enter at all, the matter ought to be 
given more attention 
by 
teachers. 
Cleanliness, decency and refinement 
of manners are quite as important as 
reading, writing and arithmetic. 
“ Here are some rules it would be 
well for teachers to use in instructing 
Children in sanitary living: 
“ D o not spit; it is rarely necessary. 
D o n ’t spit on a slate, floor or side­ 
walk. 
.It is an abomination 
“ Do not put the fingers 
in 
the 
mouth. 
“ Do not wet the fingers with saliva 
in turning pages in a book. 
“ D o not put pencils in the mouth or 
moisten them with the lips.
